REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The instant invention is deemed to be an unobvious improvement over U.S. Patent 
6,694,732 to Tsubouchi. Tsubouchi discloses a master cylinder having a cylinder body (1 1) in a 
cylindrical form having one end closed and including a discharge passage and a supply passage 
for a brake fluid, the supply passage being communicated with a reservoir, a piston slidably 
disposed in the cylinder body, the piston and the cylinder body forming a pressure chamber 
therebetwven for supplying a fluid pressure to the discharge passage, and a piston seal (23, 25) 
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provided in a circumferential groove formed in a sleeve (26), the piston seal having an inner 
circumferential surface thereof in slidable contact with the piston and being capable of 
disconnecting the supply passage and the pressure chamber, wherein the cylinder body includes a 
communication groove (38) which opens into the circumferential groove and extends from the 
circumferential groove toward the closed end of the cylinder body to thereby connect the 
circumferential groove and the discharge passage. The unobvious improvement includes the 
communication groove having a bottom surface radially outward beyond the bottom surface of 
the circumferential groove.
